Waters and her musical larynx 
made “Stormy Weather” a sooth­ 
ingly acceptable tune in the thir­ 
ties.

Miss Waters sang her way from 
poverty by breaking the sound 
waves the musical way. 


And now — in retirement — the 
ailing Miss Waters limits herself 
to 
singing 
gospel 
songs, 
stir­ 
ring the moods of men and women 
toward things spiritual.

In New York recently to help 
celebrate Ethel Waters day at the 
World’s Fair, the onetime night­ 
club and blues singer spent her 
time in talking and singing about 
the good news in the gospel that’s 
“falling too much on deaf ears 
these days.” 


Calling 
herself 
the 
“vagrant 
s p a r r o w 
whom 
God’s eyes 
watched,” the ailing Miss Waters 
broke into song during an inter­ 
view, practically whispering the 
words of ‘“His Eye Is On The Spar­ 
row,” her favorite gospel song. 


“So I sing because I’m happy,” 
she sang. “And I sing because I ’m 
free. For his eye is on the sparrow 
and I know he watches me.”

There were short breaths, as 
Miss Waters sang the hymn. The 
condition of her failing heart ex­ 
plained the slight faults. And her 
diabetes contributed somewhat to 
her physical problem. 


But Miss Waters, who made a 
king’s ransom of riches with her 
musical talent, said she never put 
as much heart into a song recently 
as she has when singing her fav­ 
orite gospel hymn. 
“ Part of the reason,” she said, 


“is that I have changed. When I 
sang 
‘Stormy 
Weather’ 
I 
felt 
stormy inside and that’s why I 
could sing it so well. Now I don’t 
feel that way and I can’t sing that 
song. 


“Today, I’d rather sing of the 
heavenly sunshine that is there for 
all who discover it. I am full of it.” 
Miss Waters said taxes took care 
of her riches. 


“Worldly riches,” she s a i d , 
“come and go. The spiritual riches 
are the ones that stay and I have 
plenty of those.” 


Talking with Miss Waters was 
like reading the good book. She 
indicated that the fortune she once 
made is no more. Poor health has 
contributed to a weight loss of 140 
pounds in the last year. 


She lives the simple life with a 
family in Pasadena, Calif., she 
supplements her social security 
check with contributions from the 
congregation when she has the 
health to sing hymns in local 
churches. 


“Today,” she said, “I could weep 
when I see how people have put the 
Lord in the background and m a­ 


terial things in the foreground. 
“You can only experience the 
peace that is genuine by being born 
again, by giving up all those self- 
centered things. 


“N o.church can save you. You 
have to meet God through your­ 
self.” 


“If you don’t believe it, look into 
the eyes of the next youngster you 
see. 


“Children don’t underestimate 
his intelligence,” she said. “And 
you can see in their eyes what you 
have to gain when you believe in 
the Lord.”
